Court rules were changed 
today to permit persons living 
outside Missouri to apply for 
the job of probation and pa- 
role officer of the Circuit 
Court for Criminal Causes. 

The reason for the change: 
Three out of the four appli- 
cants who recently took ex- 
aminations flunked, and the se- 
lection must be made from a 
panel of at least three who 
qualify. 

Circuit Judge James E. Mc- 
Laughlin, the presiding judge, 
disclosed that all four candi- 
dates passed the written exam- 
ination but only one survived 
the oral test. He is Charles 
Mann, who has been filling the 
position on a temporary basis 
since Chief Parole Officer 
James Lawson died Jan. 30.

The Senate ought to take a close look at 
the Administration’s bill for sharing nuclear 
secrets with friendly nations. The House. 
passed it Thursday with only 70 members on 
hand—shocking treatment for a bill of such. 
importance, 

Although the bill has been amended in com- 
mittee; doubt still exists whether the objec- 
tion to it has been met. This was that it 
would amount to distributing “atomic-bomb 
do-it-yourself kits.” 

As the result of a commendable fight 
against the bill in its original form by Repre- 
sentative Holifield of California and Senator 
Anderson of New Mexico, the language pro- 
posed by Chairman Strauss of the AEC was 
changed. 

The Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy recognized that, desirable as 
it is to share technical information with Brit- 
ain, which already possesses nuclear weapons, 
the legislation to authorize sharing ought not 
to be so broad as to speed the day when a 
fourth, fifth or sixth nation can boast the 
power of the H-bomb. 

It is hard enough to bring nuclear weapons 
under international control when only three 
nations possess them. ‘Multiplying the num- 
ber of nuclear powers would multiply the dif- 
ficulties of control. 

7 * . 

But does the revised language fully ac- 
complish the Joint Committee’s purpose? Two 
restraints have been placed upon the power 
which the Administration originally sought to 
transfer nuclear materiais and information. In 
the figst place, it is provided that Congress 
may veto, within 60 days, any executive agree- 
ment to give restricted data to other nations. 
Secondly, such transfers can be made only to 
a nation which “has made substantial prog- 
ress in the development of atomic weapons.” 

The Joint Committee’s. report declares that 
in its opinion “only Great Britain can meet 
the standards” thus set forth. By the term 
“substantial progress,” the committee says: 

It is intended that the co-operating nation 
must have achieved considerably more than 

a mere theoretical knowledge of atomic 

weapons design, or the testing of a limited 

number of atomic weapons. It is intended that 
the co-operating nation must have achieved 

a capability on its own of fabricating a va- 

riety of atomic weapons, and constructed and 

operated the necessary facilities... 
7. * * 

We do not doubt that the Committee is 
perfectly sincere in its own intention that 
nuclear sharing shall be limited to nations 
which, in effect, already possess operating 
capability in nuclear weapons—in short, to 
Britain. But the fact remains that the legisla- 
tion itself does not say so. The fact also re- 
mains that future Administrative action will 
be governed not by the good intentions of the 
committee report but by the actual language 
of thie bill. 

If Congress definitely wants to guard against 
the use of this legislation to distribute ‘do-it- 
yourself bomb kits,” why should not the bill 
itself contain that definition of “substantial 
progress” which the Joint Committee has for- 
mulated? If this Administration or any other 
is left to interpret the term in its own way, 
the interpretation may be radically different 
from that intended by Congress. Why not be 
clear and specilic? 


Where Rezoning Means New Jobs 


The Aldermen have, been commendably 
prompt in doing what they can to create an 
industrial park at Columbia Bottoms. It now 
remains to be seen if the same can be said 
of the County Council. The Aldermen have 
granted a three-year purchase option on the 
city-owned site to a not-for-profit corporation 


‘organized by the Chamber of Commerce. That 


group has been told that upwards of 90,000 
new jobs might eventually be created at the 
Bottoms if it can be properly developed. Not 
a wheel will turn, however, until the County 
Council rezones the vacant farm tract from 
single-family to industrial use. Will the Coun- 
cil move quickly to pave the way for what 
could be more new manufacturing employ- 
ment than is represented by the total manu- 
facturing payroll of Houston?

Employers Who Chisel 

Senator John J.’ Williams has performed 
many public services in his nearly 12 years 
in Congress but none, so we believe, greater 
than in digging out the facts about the num- 
ber of employers who are defaulting in the 
payment of social security and withholding 
taxes to the Federal Government. 

The Delaware Republican, who is his par- 
ty’s highest ranking member on the Senate 
Finance Committee, has just made public a 
report which shows that on Jan. 1 a recard 
high of $300,678,000 in employment taxes 
—withholding and social security taxes—was 
in default. | 

What this means is that almost a third of 
a billion dollars had been paid in by employes 
to their employers for Uncle Sam, but that 
the employers kept the money in their own 
pockets. In response to Senator Williams's 
prodding, Acting Revenue Commissioner 0. 
Gordon Delk estimated that if the defaulting 
continues at its present rate the shortage in 
payments to the Federal Treasury could sky- 
rocket to $500,000,000 by Dec. 30. 

Shocking as these total figures are, it is 
even more distressing to learn that during 
1957 the defaults were caused by 377,253 em-

cussion to action. 

Loans and grants running to almost $62,- 
000,000 have been obtained from the federal 
Urban Renewal Administration for the Mill 


Creek Valley redevelopment. And that, ac- 
cording to Charles L. Farris of the St. Louis 
Land Clearance and Redevelopment Authori- 
ty, means that the buying of land can start 
about July 21, It may take as long as three 
years to acquire all the parcels, but so far no 
time has been lost in pushing along this im- 
portant face-lifting. | 

As much cannot be said for the riverfront, 
but Wednesday's productive session of the 
Board of Aldermen also gave the National 
Park Service the green light for starting pre- 
liminary work on the national expansion me- 
morial. And it is to. be hoped that the.rep- 
resentatives of the service will remember that 
their own chief set 1964 as the date of its 
completion. From dreams, to discussions, to 
actual work—progressive St. Louis is on the 
move. 


Defect in the Air Agency Bill 

An easily remedied defect has been discov- 
ered in the bill proposing a single independ- 
ent Federal Aviation Agency. Several wit- 
nesses have testified before the Senate 
Aviation subcommittee that the measure does 
not give sufficient recognition to the role of 
the three military services in the nation’s 
air space. 

Senator Monroney’s bill calls for an admin- 
istrator appointed by the President to head 
the agency. A special military advisor, ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of Defense, would 
be available for consultation on military avia- 
tion problems. This would leave the military 
without any assignment in a position of au- 
thority and responsibility. ; 

This is not consistent with the role that 
military aviation occupies in peacetime and 
certainly does not give due cognizance to a 
time of emergency or war. That is why mili- 
tary participation—not merely military rep- 
resentation—is essential in any common sys- 
tem of traffic control for civil and military 
aviation. The military should be required 
to share in the responsibilities of rule making. 

The military has 18,500 persons in air traf- 
fic control and navigation posts while the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration has 17,500 
in such assignments. Some of the service 
personnel, under arrangement with the CAA, 
handle a substantial volume of civilian traffic. 
Even in time of peace the establishment of 
an air base or a missile testing site has its 
effect on civilian aviation, In time of emer- 
gency or war, the' military services would 
need almost complete freedom in the skies. 
And in the setting up of the regulations and 
plans for such possibilities, and the adminis- 
tering of them, the civilian and the military 
should have equal voice. 

Amending of the Monroney bill to provide 
for a deputy administrator, instead of just a 
military advisor, would allow the military 
services to have a far bigger and more satis- 
factory part in the new agency. 


New Holiday at McDonnell 


James S. McDonnell had a fine idea when 
his aircraft firm agreed to give its workers a 
new holiday. He persuaded the unions to 
make the holiday Oct. 24, in celebration of 
United Nations day, and he hopes that others 
will observe the date until the anniversary 
of the U.N. Charter signing becomes the first 
world-wide holiday. In this country, U.N. day 
falls midway between Labor day and Thanks- 
giving, and as time goes on may acquire more 
meaning than Armistice day. The United 
Nations will not, of course, rise or fall by 
whether it has a holiday, but to honor the or- 
ganization which symbolizes co-operation for 
peace is a worthy cause in any country and 
any business. 


Scant Hope on Cyprus 

Few peace plans can have been put forth 
with so little hope as attends the “adventure 
in partnership” proposed for Cyprus by Great 
Britain. Even the British Governor shows 
little confidence. In fact, an.extra 10,000 sol- 
diers were. flown to Cyprus to bring the total 
there to 40,000 before Prime Minister Mac- 
millan explained the plan in the House of 
Commons. 

Although vague on some points, it is rea- 
sonable on the whole. It calls for a sharing 
of sovereignty by the Greek, Turkish and 
British governnmients. There would be repre- 
sentative bodies of both the Greek and the 
Turkish Cypriots to conduct most local af- 
fairs. The British would be responsible for 
defense and internal security. Cypriots now 
excluded from the island—and presumably 
this includes the exiled Greek Archbishop Ma- 


karios—would be allowed to return. Security . 


provisions would be relaxed. This arrange- 
ment would continue for seven years—a sort 
of cooling-off period—but there is no clear 
indication of what would come later. 

Were it not for the passionate emotions in 
which the 400,000 Greek Cypriots and the 
100,000 Turkish Cypriots have become in- 
volved, the proposal ought to be at least an 
acceptable preliminary to a definitive agree- 
ment.

Nothing Prussian in Pentagon Plans 


The Mistaken Assumption That Reorganization Has Any Link With German General Staff 


Telford Taylor

The “great debate” on the Presi- 
dent’s plan for reorganization of the 
national defense establishment has 
produced more than the usual quota 
of pejoratives. The Secretary of De- 
fense, it is said, will be a “czar.” the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, a “man on horseback” (a 
throwback to General Boulanger), 
and the Joint Staff, a “Prussian-type 
general staff.” If so, it would appear 
that we would have a Russian Secre- 
tary, a French 
Chairman and a 
German General 
Staff, thus provid- 
ing a fertile new 
field of inquiry 
for the House Un- 
American Acti v- 
ities Committee. 

Critics of the 
plan have most frequently charged 
that it embodies the Prussian gen- 
eral staff system. Chairman Carl 
Vinson, Democrat of Georgia, of the 
House Armed Services Committee 
and Senator Styles Bridges, Repub- 
lican of New Hampshire, are prom- 
inent among those who have voiced 
this fear, aroused by the increased 
authority to be given the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


In the light of American military 
history it is indeed ironical that the 
Germans should now be used as a 
stick with which to beat protagonists 
of the President's plan.’ 


During the half century from the 
War between the States to World 
War I, Prussian military organization 
Was our model. General William 
Tecumseh Sherman thought the Ger- 
man system “absolutely perfect.” 
Elihu Root, Secretary of War and 
sponsor of the War Department re- 
organization of 1903, also greatly ad- 
mired the Prussian general staff. 


Despite defeat in two world wars 
the Germans are still highly re- 
garded in professional military cir- 
cles. It is popular distaste for the 
ideologies and excesses of Kaisers 
and Fuehrers, Junkers and Nazis 
that has so tarnished the German 
escutcheon. Complicated as are its

provisions, the essential purpose of 
the President’s plan is simple. The 
aim is to increase the authority of the 
Department of Defense over the 
three services—Army, Navy and Air 
Force—which are its principal com- 
ponents. There is a sharp division of 
opinion within the services about 
the wisdom of this power shift. Op- 
position in Congress is widespread, 
partly on the merits, and partly be- 
cause congressional power, in the 
field of military affairs, thrives on 
the autonomy of the individual serv- 
ices and dissension among them. 


Naturally, therefore, it is now be- 
ing said that the President’s plan 
will result in the domination of all 
three services by a single command- 
er and a single general staff—a 
“Prussian-type general staff.” 


But the parallel invoked in this 
assumption is a mistaken one. In no 
significant respect have German mil- 
itary organzation and practice rg¢- 
flected the features which, it is 
charged, are present or imminent in 
the President's proposal. 


Prussia was a land power, and in- 
terservice problems did not arise in 
Germany until the era of Wilhelm 
II, Admiral Alfred von Tirpitz and 
the Navy League. The Kaiser re- 
garded the navy as his personal 
property and dealt directly with the 
admiralty and naval staff, brooking 
little intervention by his chancellor. 


During the Weimar Republic, be- 
fore the rise of the Nazis, the army 
and navy had separate commanders 
and staffs. This arrangement was 
carried on under Hitler, and when 
the Luftwaffe emerged in 1935 it also 
had its own commander-in-chief, 
Hermann Goering, its own general 
staff, and even a separate air min 
istry. . 

For only three years during mod- 
ern German history has there been a 
single commander in chief, other 
than the chief of state himself, over 
all three military services. This was 
from 1935 to 1938, when General 
Werner von Blomberg held the title 
of war minister and commander-in- 
chief of the Wehrmacht. But Hitler 
sacked him in 1938 and appointed no 
successor. Thereafter, and through- 
out World War II, each of the three

services preserved its individuality 
of command and each had its own 
general staff. 


Far from being dominated by a 
single commander or staff, the three 
branches of the Wehrmacht re- 
mained fiercely jealous, independent 
and mutually mistrustful of © each 
other. Military operations suffered 
grievously and repeatedly from 
faulty interservice planning and de- 
cision-making, a defect for which we 
and our wartime allies had abundant 
reason to, be grateful. 


Of course, within the army the 
general staff was very powerful, al- 
though far less so’after World War 
I than before. During the last part 
of the war Field Marshal Paul von 
Hindenburg and General Erich von 
Ludendorff dominated the civilian 
chancellors, and the Kaiser became 
increasingly a figurehead. . During 
the early Weimar years and until 
Hindenburg was elected president, 
the chief of the army command, Gen- 
eral Hans von Seeckt, wielded con- 
siderable political as well as mil- 
itary power. 


But these developments were in no 
way due to a single military com-

WASHINGTON, June 20— 
An appropriation of $1,700,000 
to construction of the 
St. Louis flood control project 
in the fiscal year starting July 
1 was passed by the House yes- 
terday. The measure now goes 
to the Senate. 


Funds for the St. Louis proj- 
ect, designed to protect the city 
against a 52-foot flood stage 
on the Mississippi river, were 
included in a $1,077,827,200 
public works, rivers and har- 
bors and reclamation appropri- 
ation bill. 


The money for a start on the 
St. Louis works was included 
at the insistence of Chairman 
Clarence Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. The White 
House and the Bureau of the 
Budget had refused to request 
the St. Louis funds, being op- 
posed to starting new public 
works at this time. 

If the appropriation bill is 
passed by the Senate and 
signed by President Eisen- 
hower, construction of the first 
phase of the flood protection 
system can begin as soon as 
planning and advance engineer- 
ing work, now under way, is 
completed. '

WASHINGTON, June 20 
(AP)—The Federal Reserve 
Board is sticking to its easy- 
money policy but no longer 
moving full speed toward more 
and easier credit. 

The board’s strategy still is 
one of fighting the recession, 
officials say, but of doing so 
while watching closely to de- 
tect which way the veering 
economic winds will blow. 


While the officials deny any 
shift in monetary policy, they 
concede a change in attitude. 
Because of the improvement in 
May in employment, industrial 
production, personal income, 
retail sales and factory work- 
ing hours, they no longer feel 
obliged to keep pouring mil- 
lions into the money supply. 

If the spring upturn moves 
on into the phase of seemingly 
solid recovery, board sources 
said, the réserve system wants 
to be in a position to apply the 
brakes to its expansion of 
credit. 

It would invite a fresh spurt 
of inflation, board sources 
pointed out, if the Federal Re- 
serve were still pumping money 
into the economy at a time 
when real recovery comes 
along. 

The board has consistently 
said it will be alert to move 
against any incipient inflation- 
ary outbreak.

eS In Commercial Property 


“4 Acceptance by Tenants 


A sharp increase in the stress 
placed on quality by retail 
merchant and professional ten- 
ants—made possible by the rec- 
ord volume of new construction 
in recent years — will be a 
“forceful influence” in the com- 
mercial property market for 
the coming months, the Na- 
tional Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards predicts. 

Basis for this outlook was 
the current (sixty-fifth) market 
survey of NAREB's Division of 
Research in which Realtor 
members of 211 local real es- 
tate boards in all parts of the 
country participated. 

“Millions of square feet of 
modern-design retail and office 
space have been absorbed into 
the supply as merchants and 
professional men have moved 
from neglected older buildings 
and those situated in congested 
areas to new, well-located struc- 
tures,” the survey report said. 

“A similar occupancy move- 
ment toward better quality 
properties within the standing 
inventory of commercial build- 
ings has paralleled this trend. 
Comments on rents and va- 
cancy rates in particular point- 
ed up the sustained demand for 
modern space in choice loca- 
tions, even at higher rents. 
Conversely, tenant interest in 
unattractive buildings or even 
those in less desirable areas of 
the city has continued to wane.” 


Prime Areas Strong. 


With respect to office space, 
the report noted that “inade- 
quate attention to transporta- 
tion and parking have increased 
the competitive advantages of 
outlying professional buildings 
in many communities. The out- 
ward movement of doctors and 
dentists to suburban office 
space illustrates the market 
characteristic that may be an 
initial state of a broader urban 
trend.” 

Retail ‘business properties in 
prime locations have shown 
“strong investment appeal’ dur- 
ing the past year in most com- 
munities as shown by price 
trends, the survey found. Prices 
for stores and shops in such 
locations were quoted as the 
same or higher for over 80 per 
cent of the places: For the 
suburbs, 56 per cent of the 
replies listed prices as the 
Same as a year ago, and 31 per 
cent said they were higher; 
with respect to the central city, 
68 per cent of the respondents 
quoted stable prices, 16 per 
cent higher ones. 

Owners of quality commer- 
cial buildings were found to 


ularly congested Eastern ones 
—store closings and mergers 
have increased retail vacancies 
noticeably in downtown areas 
as suburban shopping centers 
attracted increasing retail trade. 
While’ some of these vacancies 
are in prime locations, most are 
found in lesser quality neigh- 
borhoods. 

Little change in rents was 
reported during the past year 
in most places. Two-thirds of 
the areas said they were the 
same, 13 per cent said they 
were higher, 20 per cent re- 
ported they were lower. Where 
changes of rent were reported, 
they were most frequently 5 to 
10 per cent either higher or 
lower.

Transfers dropped in some 
communities, but maintain last 
year’s levels in the majority. 
For 63 per cent of the survey, 
sales of property of this type 
in outlying areas were de- 
scribed as the same as a year 
ago. Transfer rates in the cen- 
tral city were said to be gener- 
ally unchanged in 68 per cent 
of the areas. 

Center city office buildings 
in secondary locations are sell- 
ing at prices similar to those of 
a year ago in 61 per cent of the 
market, and at lower prices in 
34 per cent. For suburban 
buildings, prices similar to j; 
those of 1957 were reported by 
64 per cent of the nation; lower 
prices by 29 per cent. 

Transfers of property of this 
character are fewer in a sub- 
stantial number of: places, the 
survey report said. In the cen- 
ter city, they were said to be 
higher in 4 per cent of the 
market, the same in 53 per 
cent, and lower in 43 per cent. 
In the suburbs, 6 per cent of 
the survey indicated higher 
prices, 59 per cent similar ones, 
and 35 per cent lower ones.

In Urban 
Land Demand 


A decrease in the demand 
for urban land in the decade 
ahead was preditced by Dr. 
Robinson Newcomb, Washing- 
ton, D.C., consulting economist, 
in the current issue of Urban 
Land, monthly publication of the 
Urban Land Institute of Wash- 
ington. The nationally-known 
economist believes that major 
changes in the rate and type 
of housefold formations are in 
the offing. This could well 
pave the way for more healthy 
urban developments. 

Dr. Newcomb points out that 
household formations — other 
than husband-wife households 
—which had been increasing 
by about 400,000 a year from 
1950 to 1955 will drop to less 
than a quarter of a million a 

ear between now and 1960. 

he increase in households is 
dropping, too, because deaths 
are growing faster than mar- 
riages. Increasing longevity 
does not eradicate death, it 
merely postpones it. The re- 
cession is also singled out by 
the economic consultant as 
contributing to the downward 
trend in the formation of 
households. - 


A change in the type of 
housing demand brought about 
by shifting age patterns may 
also reduce urban land require- 
ments.

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Savings and Loan Man Says 


A savings and loan official 
says the Administration’s de- 
cision against tax reduction 
makes greater output of new 
homes in the price bracket be- 
low $15,000 imperative in the 
economic recovery effort. 

“Mortgage lenders and build- 
ers cannot’ ignore this respon- 
sibility,” W. Franklin Morrison, 
president of the National 
League of Insured Savings As- 
sociations, said at a meeting 
last week of the Pennsylvania 
Savings and Loan League 

“Administration and congres- 


sional leaders apparently have 
made a firm decision not to 
cut federal taxes this year,” 
Morrison said. “This means 
there will be no further ex- 


traordinary Government effort 
to stimulate the economy ex- 
cept, perhaps, in the field of 
credit. 

“So far at least, the Govern- 
ment has made a major effort 
to make available financing 
funds to the economy on the 
easiest terms in several] years 
It is now up to all segments of 
the housing industry to trans- 
late this ‘credit windfall’ into 
an enlarging volume of homes 
in the lowe? brackets where 
demand is greatest.” 


Morrison said he felt strong- 
ly that “the housing industry 
offers the best“hope of termi- 
nating the business recession 
and returning the economy to 
a growth pattern befitting the 
greatest nation in the world.” 

He explained: “The automo- 
bile and housing industries 


both have been always consid- 
ered big factors in our pros- 
perity. But the automobile in- 
dustry is now hindered some- 
what because its credit terms 
in recent years have been so 
easy that it cannot offer any 
new credit inducements to buy- 
ers. As a matter of fact, rising 
car prices have boosted month- 
ly car payments.” 

This same situation does not 
apply to housing, Morrison 
said. During the past two years, 
housing credit terms have pro- 
gressively tightened as a result 
of Government policy which 
made it increasingly difficult 
for families to buy homes 

“Since last fall, this policy 
has been reversed so that it 
is far easier to buy a home 
today than it Was even a year 
ago. Because both down pay- 
ments and monthly carrying 
charges have been sharply re- 
duced, more families are able 
to buy homes. 

Morrison said that in the 
next six months, home con- 
struction will expand moder- 
ately in contrast to the unus- 
ually low volume that has pre- 
vailed in the first half of this 
year 

“The annual rate of home 
construction and lending Loe 
ably will top 1,100,000 units in 
the coming months but the:

“YOU HEAR THAT?” 

Neighbor No, 1 had just stag- 
gered from his Sunday after- 
noon nap and asked Neighbor 
No. 2, who had also been 
roused, if World War II had 
Started all over again. 


They stood barefooted in 
their front lawns squinting at 
the sky. When they heard a 
tell-tale sputter, they looked 
at each other in a sheepish re- 
lief. 

“I guess it’s not a couple of 
bombers, after all. It's just 
those power mowers down the 
street.” 

“Yeah. But I'm never sure 
till Charlie hits that stump 
in his yard and his motor 
misses.” 

“You and me both. They 
sound real hot today.” 


The two neighbors are 
the new breed of Old War- 
riors, relics of World War 
Il. To them, many of the 
sounds of Suburbia are the 
sounds of Old War. 


For instance, two power 
mowers about 244 horsepower 
roaring like hell in lawns right 
next to each other sound like 
a bomber making passes at the 
chimney tops. If they can have 
a full minute’s run without 
“incident,” such as a bone hid- 
den in some tall grass, they get 
a slow pulsation in their 
snaris much the -same as 
Londoners heard when many 
engines would drone overhead 
in the days when propeller 
driven warplanes were 60 
plentiful. 

There's the sound of ground 
fighting, too, in Suburbia. 
When those two-cycle chain 
saws that fell 200-year-old 
trees, miss a beat and slow 
down a little, Old Warriors un- 
consciously look around for 
good foxhole positions. The 
sound they hear is 30 caliber 
machinegun fire. 

Deep in the summer night 
Old Warriors sometimes wake 
up suddenly, trying to remem- 
ber where they are. Around 1 
o'clock in the morning with all

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the windows in the house wide 
open, the sound of a long 
freight. train is inevitable. 
Lying in their civilian sacks as 
3750 horsepower of diesel en- 
gine moves by a few blocks 
away, the memory of their 
whole armored division's pass- 
ing in review becomes clear as 
day. Of course, the grade is up, 
the train is a mile long and 
just out of the yards moving 
very slowly and, like the pa- 
rade, takes hours to pass. 


But when the sun is up the 
noise in Suburbia is all due 
to the sputtering, pipsqueak 
gasoline engine that sounds 
like it’s whining right in your 
lap. Newspapers advertise 
these engines for everything 
the modern household needs;

agriculture and account for the 
fact there’s hardly .a quiet 
spade, shovel or rake in the 
whole block. : 

There ought to be a law 
establishing when these blasted 
gasoline engines could be oper- 
ated so as not to interfere with 
an Old Warrior’s Sunday after- 
noon siesta. 


Only by such legislation can 
we have peace in our time for 
Old Warriors who have not yet 
faded away. 


AND THE SITUATION re- 
mains the same be it in St. 
Louis county or, for that mat- 
ter, Des Moines, la.. where an 
outraged citizen recently 
bought four-and-a-half minutes 
of radio time to protest the

In an impassioned plea to 
his countrymen, Bob Hullihan 
called for a two-way attack 
on the noisy menace:

By urging power mower 
owners to arrive at “neigh- 
borhood agreeMents” under 
which everyone would oper- 
at their clattering machines 
simultaneously, 


“That would get the agony 
over with in one paralyzing 
blow, rather than-in random 
stabs and cuts,”’ Hullihan said. 

Hullihan said he had launched 
his campaign with the full 
knowledge it could bring the 
wrath of his neighbors down on 
his head. Already, his wife 
was miffed at him for the cru- 
sade, he said, disturbed by pos- 
sible neighborhood gossip. 

So be it. The issue was too 
important to ignore. 

Hullihan said his plan to take 
action was tempered by consid- 
erations that power mowers are 
“practical, convenient, even 
moral ... and in the best tra- 
dition of American ingenuity 
and industry.” 

Nor was he asking his fol- 
lowing to “stand in the way of 
mechanical progress,” he ex- 
plained. 

Nevertheless, he would con- 
tinue, as in the past to use a 
hand lawn mower—just “as 
long as my wife can push it,”

The New Films 
Engaging Rogue 


THE PROPRIETOR of the APOLLO THEATER com- 
plained to me the other day that people nowadays don’t 
| patronize “art” (ie., foreign) pictures, unless they're sexy, 
no matter how fine the content. Well, perhaps “THE CON- 
FESSIONS OF FELIX KRULL” will draw 
out the art lovers and send them scurry- 
ing to the Apollo. It is not only a picture 
of top merit, which I realize is unim- 
portant. It is also the most sophisticated 
film on the subject of sex that’s been 
heveabouts since “La Ronde.” 

This German movie, fashioned from 
Thomas Mann’s novel, seems, outside the language, com- 
pletely French in the adroitness of its satire, its wit, 
audacity and cleverness. The screenplay by Robert 
Thoeren and Erika Mann, as I understand it, follows the 
spirit of the novel faithfully, and Kurt Hoffmann has 
directed it with-a light sure touch that keeps it in the 
spirit of high comedy. 

This is the story of an unprincipled but charming 
young scoundrel who underneath his guileless, handsome 
exterior is sly, incredibly bold and unflaggingly amorous. 
A sort of German Don Juan, with a little larceny and 
confidence games thrown in. “Love the world, and the 
world will love you,” is his philosophy, and the rascal sets 
out to love as much of the feminine half of the world as 
he can in one lifetime. 


He is superbly played, with an airy, engaging finesse 
by Henry Bookholt, a dark, suave young German actor of 
chiseled features who is the latest continental rage. This 
young rogue, after a series of comic amorous adventures 
that would make Casanova seem a church deacon by com- 
parison, winds up not only completely unrepentent, but 
financed by his victims for the pleasure of getting rid of 
him and with his best girl in his arms. The risque nature 
of some of the episodes of this romp may be too extreme 
for some viewers, however, no matter how urbanely han- 
died, in one situation where Felix is a head waiter in Paris 
and an obviously homosexual] Scottish lord vies for his 
attention with an uninhibited English millionairess and a 
French coquette. 


Among the talented players are Lisa Pulver, who will 
shortly be seen in American pictures, as the ¢oquette 
Zaza, Ingrid Andree, Susi Nicoletti, Paul Dahlke and Ilse 
Steppat. 
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Disarming Sentiment 


“PROUD REBEL,” at LOEW’S STATE, is so unabash- 
edly sentimental that it is disarming. One is even inclined 
to resist one’s first temptation to dismiss it as corn and 
find in it the virtues of sincerity and a clean-cut simplicity. 
It could be described as' Samuel Goldwyn 
Jr.’s answer to Walt Disney’s “Old Yeller,” 
except that it’s made on a more adult level 
—that is, its characters are more believe- 
able, their reactions are not quite as obvi- 
ous, and it’s better acted and better di- 
rected by Michael Curtiz. 

Alan Ladd is again a quiet-spoken Sir 
Galahad righting wrongs no matter what the odds. He 
starts out under a handicap, because he’s a former South- 
ern soldier whose wife was killed in the battle of Atlanta, 
who is bringing their mute son (Alan Ladd Jr. in his first 
role) north trying to find a specialist who can cure him, 
and he gets rough treatment from some Yankee no-goods 
in Illinois where he settles down. Undaunted, he moves on 
a farm as handyman and protector for an independent spin- 
ster (Olivia de Havilland) who is resisting the attempts of 
a tough sheep-herding neighbor to grab her land. Goaded 
by persecution of his son as a “dummy,” Alan has to sell 
the boy’s beloved sheepdog to pay for an operation on him 
and suffer stoically while the lad weeps and reproachfully 
stares at him. The operation is unsuccessful, the neighbor 
burns Olivia’s barn and things are mighty low, mighty low, 
when we have the old showdown gun battle in the corral. 
A varmint is sneaking up behind Alan to gun him in the 
back and the boy tries desperately to shout to warn his 
father. Does he miraculously find his voice? Find out for 
yourself. I'll never tell under pain of torture. 


It reminds me of an old Bob Burns story. Farmer 
Zeke’s son, was always mute.

To Any Church in Ohio 
That Cannot Afford One

CLEVELAND, June 20 


WHITE-HAIRED Claud Foster, 86-year-old manatactarer, 


inventor and musician wh 
cannon, paid taxes on a milli 


voice booms like a friendly 


dollars in income three decades 


ago, when the rates were considerably lower than today. 


“You know,” he _ confides, 
“I've always found it easy to 
make money—but it’s a real 
rough job to give it away, and 
give it away right.” 

Foster, who has already do- 
nated more than $7,000,000 to 
good causes, is now having the 
time of his life giving away 
what he calls “my last $500,- 
000.” His current benevolence 
combines his love of music, a 
memorial to his first successful 
invention, realization of a 
youthful dream, his deep re- 
ligious convictions, and a yen 
to do “something dramatic and 
different that no one ever did 
before.” , 

The automobile horn inven- 
tor is giving a $1300 electric 
organ to every church in Ohio 
whose congregation is too poor 
to make the purchase itself. 

A shrewd business man, he 
contracted to have all the 
organs delivered and serviced 
by a single factory—and got 
them for about half the retail 
price. 

That gives him 700 organs, 
and he’s gleefully passing them 
out—along with a passionate 
plea for “faith in God”—at the 
rate of 15 a week. 

All Foster asks is that 
each church appiying for his 
gift belong to a recognized 
denomination, have an elec- 
tric outlet, promise to use 
the organ for regular serv- 
ices and be unable to afford 
the instrument any time in 
the near future. 

When the pastors have certi- 
fied this in writing, they are 
summoned in groups of 15 to 
stop by Foster’s office in a 
Cleveland skyscraper on Aa 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Ellen Boettner, Foster's 
secretary, swiftly completes the 
paper work that gives them the 
organ. Then they troop into 
Foster’s sanctum, dominated by 
a religious poster he plans to 
distribute by the thousands. 

“You're not getting this or- 
gan from Claud Foster,” the 
millionaire booms, “You're 
getting it from God... God- 
given through Claud Foster, 
like it says on the imscrip- 
tion. 


“God has been good to me. 
He never failed me. He's 
never failed anyone. 

“Now, I want you to go 
back to your churches and 
stir those people up to be- 
lieve in God and do God’s 
bidding ... and do some 
goed singing, too... .” 


When he’s through giving 
away the organs, Foster plans 
to drop in some Sunday at each 
of the churches, quietly take a 
back row seat, and listen criti- 
cally to both the organ playing 
and the hymn singing. 

“T’ll join in the singing,” he 
chuckled, “and when I sing, I 
botlef. «6s 


Actually, he couldn't restrain 
himself until the end of his 
give-away program, and has al- 
ready started his drop-in pro- 
gram. At one church near Lima, 
he was infuriated to discover 
that the shiny new organ wasn’t 
being used 

“We don’t have anyone who 
can play it,” the minister apol- 
ogized. 

Before departing, Foster gave 
the minister’s wife a basic les- 
son in organ playing, and ar- 
ranged for the manufacturer 
to provide detailed instructions 
with each instrument. , 

Why should the man who 
invented the Gabriel horn, the 
auto snubber, and a less suc- 
cessful machine intended to 
banish baldness want to give 
away church organs? 

Foster explains with a merry 
twinkle. “It’s something no 
one ever did before,” he says, 
“and I like to do things that 
are new and different. 

“Then, you know, my first 
big success was the Gabriel 
horn ...« Which was really 


sa 


sort of adapted from an organ. 
Also, I used to be a musiican 
—I played the trombone for 
11 years in the old Cleveland 
Opera House ... up to 1903. 

“A half century or so ago, I 
used to drive around in the 
country on Sunday, stopping 
off to attend services at small 
churches, I heard some fine 
serfons, but it grated on my 
nerves to hear people singing 
to the accompaniment of an 
ancient piano that was usually 
out of tune. 

“I decided to give those 
churches a good organ when I 
could afford it... and now I 
ean, So I’m doing it. And 
it’s fun.” 

Foster rippled through the 
thousands of letters he’s re- 
ceived since his modest an- 
nouncement in church papers 


of his organs-for-the-asking 
offer. 

“Here's one from Stockholm, 
Sweden,” he said. “Here are 


some from California, Minne- 
sota and Missouri. It’s too bad 
I can’t take care of them. I've 
got my hands full just taking 
care of Ohio. Ohio is my home 
state, and it’s my first respon- 
sibility.” 

Ohio colleges, hospitals, 
Y.M.C.A.s, children’s homes 
and other charities have been 
the chief beneficiaries of the 
$7,500,000 trust fund Foster 
established to finance his give- 
away plans. His first big hand- 
out was an anonymous donation 
of an $800,000 engineering cen- 
ter to Fenn College, a technical 
training institute for working 
students. The donor’s identity 
was exposed when the school 
insisted on naming the new 
building in his honor. 


Foster enters some of his 
philanthropies with cool calcu- 
lation, others with impulsive 
abruptness. For example, there 
was the startled caddy informed 
in stentorian tones at the eight- 
eenth hole that he ought to go 
to college—and he was going, 
with all expenses paid by Claud 
Foster. The caddy’s benefactor 
quit school himself when he 
was 11. 

His reputation for big giving 
makes the genial Foster, who 
likes talking to people in every 
walk of life, a popular target 
for fund raisers. But he’s no 
easy mark for any solicitor.

Outside Noises By Hubbard Cobb 


IT’S PRETTY generally 
agreed that there is a good 
deal too much noise in this 
world. Some of this noise 
originates’ inside the house, 
but a good deal of it comes 
from the outside and sooner 
or later it reaches your ears.

For 
example, a fence or border 
of shrubs between the house
